Smithson Scores a Double with Chryseis and Sher- 
wood — Ladies' Day Brings Large Crowd. 



Norfolk. Va.. Xovejnber 15. — Four favorites and 
eiK' well-backed second choice were among the win- 
ners at Norfolk this afternoon. While the <hU1s ou 
onie of them were short, stilt the layers suffered 
lieavily and the dozen that were in line will reinem- 
tier the day as one of the most disastrous of the 
meeting. Tlie feature race, an ali-aged affair at 
ne mile, proved an •■asy thing for Montcalm. It 
marked this horse’s third start and third victory 
during IIk- meeting. .1. W. Flynn has succit'ded in 
rounding liim into his lM‘st form, and it will take a 
hifly horse to beat him just now. In today’s race, 
.Monti'alm sprinted into an easy lead ou the back- 
strelch and Seluittlnger i>eruiitle<l him to draw' awa.v 
anil oiM-n up a big gap rounding the far turn. In 
the homestretch he took him under restraint and at 
the linish he was only cantering. 

C. Smithson of Washington furnished two of 
the winners in Cliryseis and Sherwootl, botii of which 
reored easily. Chryseis led all the way, while Sher- 
wood eauie from behind and Ijeat Emperor William 
a length in u driving hnish. 

it was ladies’ day at the track and an immense 
rowd turned out, tilling the grandstand to over- 
Itowing. Male (latrons were forced to tlie lawns. 
The truck was in fairly goo«l condition, although 
wet and slippery in s|Kits. It was drying out rapidly 
as the afternoon progressed and hy tomoriow, jiro- 
videil no more rain falls, the footing should be tirm 
nd solid.

E. J. Kyau dropped in from 
I'liiladelphia during the afternoon and .signified his 
intention of cutting in tomorrow. 

Wiiiiam Walker, who is getting to lie iiuite a 
berse trader, sold Michael Angelo this morning to 
11. (J. Bedwell. The latter is gathering some fresh 
iiiateiial for winter racing and will proliahly add a 
Couple of godl two-year-olds to his string before 
the meeting comes to a close.

They were 1 h>Ui 
haniiled in gmsl style by Scliewhig. Tlie latter 
ilirhieil the riiling honors of the da.v with ('. Griinil. 
who won the first two races with Elizabt-lli O. and 
.Mollie Kearne.v. Mart m-ruhaiii, who is racing 
B»‘eretar.v at tills track, will go to Norfolk on Mon- 
day in the interest of tlie I'oliiinliia meeting. He 

Is now linsy preparing tlie program IsMik for the 
first sl.\ days of the meeting at that place. 



Mexico City, Mex., November 9. — The horsemen 
who came liere from the United States to participate 
in the raw meeting at Condesa are now enthusiastic 
in their expressions of opinion as to the future of 
racing in Mexico City. The rainy season, which was 
prolonged to an unusual extent this year, is now 
over and the weather has fiually settled, every day 
being ideal for racing purposes, while the track is 
becoming faster. .Vccordiiig to precedent, tliis condi- 
tion of affairs will obtain from now until the 
early part of May. 

J. G. FollanslHS? has been elected president of 
the Jockey Club .luarcz, succeeding Allierto Ter- 
razas. whose large Imsiuess interests will reiiuire 
all of Ills attention in tlie future and leave him no 
time to properly attend to his duties as president 
of the racing association in the border city. .Mr. 
Follansbee's extensive coniioctioii with turf affairs 
eminently qualities liim for the position to which 
he has been elected. 

J<H:key George Alountain, whose name is familiar 
to racing men in tlie United States and who has 
ridden the largest number of winning mounts during 
tlie meeting in progress here, has aiiiiounoc-d his 
determination of going to Buenos Ay'res at the con- 
clusion of the racing season in ilexico City. Moun- 
tain is growing a tritle heavy to make the weights 
demanded in the United States and it is for this 
reason tliat he lias decided to go to the cajiital of 
the Latin republic in the far south, where the 
imposts are heavier and the climate is more favor- 
al)k* for reducing. Mountain will be accomiKiiiied 
liy William Sims, familiarly known as "Chappie,” 
who has bi-eii training the strings of several Mexican 
owners of thorouglilireds for a year jiast. It is 
.Sims’ intention to establish a public training stable 
in Buenos Ayres. 

tv. J. Loam, trainer of Shooting Star, winner of 
the .Mexican Derby, which was run on the opening 
day of the meeting here, is engaged in breaking a 
liaiid of likely -looking yearlings, some of 'which will 
he candidates for the Mexican Derby of 1913. It Is 
his intention to prepare some of them for racin.g 
ou the tracks of the United States and they will 
make their premiere in the republic to the north 
in their two-year-old form. Sir. Loam has been 
training successfully for a uainber of ownehi here. 

Tecouc, owiieil by Guillermo Lnndn y Eseandon, 
formerl.v goveriKir of the federal district under the 
Diaz regime, will make his first appearance on the 
lurf this Sleason. next Saturday. Tecoac went to tlie 
post last year in the lirst Mexican Derby an ofids-on 
favorite, and is still considered by many to be the 
best rate horse of the Mexican-owned contingent. On 
the occasion of the first Derby Tecoac ran out in the 
stretch and finished third. 

Auspicious weather aud a large attendance marked 
the sixth day of tlie iiieetliig at Condesa this after- 
noon. Members of the Mexican Jockei" Club and 
their families were out in force, as considerable 
interest centered in the fourth race, for Mexicaii- 
foaled throe-year-olds. The contenders were Gover- 
nor G. de Lauda y Escandon’s .Ylerta and Dos Es- 
trellas. L. Zlvy’s fast filly Wiggins and Sen. De la 
.Irena’s Marques de San Roman. Unfortunately, 
San Koman liolted at the start and refused to 
break, aud this untoward circumstance was followed 
by the erratic actions of Dos Estrellas, which be- 
came well nigh unmanageable in the stretch, bump- 
ing into bis st.ible mate, Alerta, and seriously in- 
terfering with Wiggius. The latter won by a scant 
margin. 

The track was much faster today than hitherto 
and the lirst, third aud fifth races, all at live and a 
half furlongs, were run in l:07g, 1;07§ aud 1;07J 
respectively. 

H. B. Brandt’s llaiTigan, which had not been 
ruiiiiiiig well here, lias evidently become accliiuaieil. 
He won today liy a length from the speedy Oak- 
land. whicli ill turn secured second money liy two 
and a half lengths from Chapultepec. Harrigan's 
time in this race represented a new track record 
for five and a half turlougs. 

Marzo won the second race from W. H. Ford by 
a head in a spectacular finish, with Wooltcx, llobort 
and Traymore strung out many lengths behind. 

I'V. G. Y'anke’s L-iekrose won by tliri'e-qiiarters of 
a length from Gore, which ran second in the first 
Mexican Derby, witli the rest of tlie field. John 
Imuis and Brave Withers thirty lengths behind. 

Among the new arrivals here are J. L. Wilson 
and J. Canipa of Juarez, and George North, wlio 
came here direct from Coe'.r d’.Ueiic. 



CHARLESTON RACING DATES FAR BACK, 

Meeting Scheduled for This Winter Will Revive 
Sport in Old-Time Stioagheld. 

Charleston, S. C., November 15. — With the open- 
ing of racing here on January 10 next there will 
come a revival of the sport in one of Its earliest 
localities in America. The first American thorough- 
breds came from the Atlantic States, and it was 
natural that Charleston should early have both a 
jockey club and a course. In the early thirties there 
was an abundance of racing up and down the At- 
lantic Coast, and the South Carolina Jocke.v Club 
Iila.ved an important part in the sjiort from the time 
of its formation. 

Ill 1S74, a comparatively recent date when consid- 
ering the old American thoroughbreds, it Is shown 
that a meeting was conducted at the Washington 
course of the South Carolina Joe-key Club. This 
meeting the same year was followed by an extra 
ineetlug, which was conducted under the direction 
of I,. A. Hitchcock, at that time one of the leading 
turfmen of the country- Tlie fact that an extra 
meeting was necessary is evidence etiinigh of the 
ixipularity of the sport in this state. The original 
mietiiig. ill 1S74. was held on February 26. the 
course ladiig aii excellent one for the winter sport. 
The extra meeting was on March C and 9. 

In those days of racing at Charleston some of the 
turfmen, whose names are found In any history of 
American racing, were L. A. Hitchcock, Jordan & 
Williams, Jordan & Wilson, T. G. Bacon, A. B. 
Ijcwis & Co. aud Dr. Walden. Some of the horses 
that raced during the 1874 meetings over the old 
course were Limestone, which won a two-inile dash 
over eight hurdles from Revenge: Lady Washington. 
Joe Johnson, then a three-year-old, which was 
started twice the same day; Tabitha, Ellen C., Or- 
tolan. Flower Girl and Mortgage. 

With the opening of Other race courses in more 
densely iiopulated districts the sport at Charleston 
tlieil out. but the spirit of the sport has always re 
niained. and it is Inevitable that with the return of 
the liorscs in January many of the old glories of the 
Soiitli Carolina Jockey Club will be revived. Racing 
has imilergone many changes since the thirties and 
sin(« the meetings of 1874, but interest in the sport 
is as ki-eii now as it was then, and there would be 
just as glorious and memorable contests was It not 
that the restrictive laws in many states have IttHm 
steadily narrowing the horizon for the sportsmen 
and tlieir si«»rl. 

It is fitting that racing should come back to this 
liistorie old city that so early welcomed the tbor- 
oiighbreil, and the elalnirate preparations that are be- 
ing made to prepare for the return of the racer 
promise that the revival of the sport will be notable. |

PASSING OF THE AUCTION POOL. 



Louisville. Ky., November 15. — The recent passing 
of the auction |»ool stand on the Kentucky tracks, 
owing to a rule of the Kentucky State Racing Com 
iiii.ssioii putting this mode of betting outside of the 
pale of the law. ends the oldest form of wagering 
on running horses known to the .Ymerican turf. 
Price McGrath claimed to l>e the originator of auc- 
tion pool selling on races in America, and he intro- 
(Iiieeii tlie system at the close of the Civil YY'ar on 
the Eastern tracks. Dr. R. C. UuderwoiKl. an Eng- 
lish veterinarian, tlien took up tlie business and made 
a woiiilerful success of It. lie was, perliajis, the 
greatest iiool seller known to racing, with the ex- 
ception of Robert Catlicart, of the firm of YY’atts. 
Huglies & Catlicart, of this city. Bookniaking finall.v 
forced the auction i>ool stand off the course nnd it 
was only restored when the pencilers passed from 
Kentucky race tracks by rulings of the Kentucky 
State Racing Cominissioii. Perhaps the biggest auc- 
tion pool ever sold in this country was knocked down 
at Saratoga in 1S07 by "Doc” Underwood. The 
ticket called for $15,000 and Ruthless sold as the 
first choice for $7,5oO. R. C. Colton Imying her in 
tliat pool. It was the Saratoga Stakes and the 
daughter of Eclipse was left at the post. A colt 
named Redwing won the race. In the big pool he 
sold for $1.5<iO. H. G. Bernard buying tlM‘ card. 

The biggest ticket Mr. Catlicart ever sold was on 
the Saratoga Ciiii in 1S75. It was a $10,000 pool 
and Springbok, tlie first choice, sold for $5,000. 
The race proved a dead heat between Springbok and 
Preakness. and as (lie stakes were divided, so was 
the big pool. Rnfiis Hunt, of New Orleans, Innight 
Preakness In that ticket for $210. The biggest auc- 
tion |>iH>lliig at Churchill Downs was In 1)^ on the 
Kentucky Derby, won by J. B. Ilaggin’s Ben All. 
None of those tickets, however, approached in size 
those noted above.
